They 
will bring our membership to fourteen and will add to our ranks significant 
new and relevant expertise. In view of the planned increase in FAC activi- 
ties and the inevitable absentee rate, I do not believe that fourteen is 
too large a number. 


4. I am in the process of writing letters of appreciation to eVErYQ08 A TINTL 
that responded to our call for applicants. They included a remarkable 
array of talents and interests.
